An Ordinanceof Parliament, for the 
Contribution of the value of one Meale in the 


week, towards the charge of arming and form- 
inginto Regiments theAuxiliary forces now in rayling 
within the lines of Communication 3 And for the better 
execution of the ſeverall Ocdinances of the Mlitia within theſe 
parts and place8,according to the tenoy of the ſame Ordinances. 


by Hereas the Committee for the' Militia of London, 
i have forthe better diſcharge of the great truſt in 
them repoſed ( according to feverall Ordinances 
| of Parliament inabling them thereunto ) authori- 
oO \IOI# t zed ſeverall Sub Committees, toput in execution 

_ within the Cities of London and Weſtminſter, 
Hamlets of the Tower,and the Borough of Southwarke and other the 
parts adjacent, within the weekly Bills of Mortality , the feverall 
Ocdinar ces heretofore made for ordering the A£:litia of thoſe parts 
and places ; the ſpeedy and due efte&ing whereof, will not onely 
much eaſe and relieve the- Trained and Avxiliary hands of the pla- 
c<s aforeſaid, now much over=burdened with duty , but will alſ{o-by 
Gods blefling npon the {ame apparently tend to the better fafe« 
guard of thoſe places, and preſervation of this preſent Parliament,un- 
der God the chiefe Bulwark and conferver of our Religion, Lawes, 
and Liberties : Ard whereas, befides other voluntary Contributi- 
ons, a chiefe meane of ray{1vg and forming of the Auxiliary Regi- 
ments already rayſed in theplaces afore-ſpecified, hath beene the 
voluntary forbearance of one Meale in the wecke, and rendring 
the value of the ſame for the purpoſe aforeſaid, which being begua 
by wel-aff:Q&ed perſons, is conceived may be of ſpeciall uſe, for 
rapling more Forces, buying of Armes and Ammunition, and ac-

compliſhing the intent of the ſaid Ordinances, if convenient power 
be added to make that way of Contribution generall, and fo as the 
burthen may not reſt alone upon the willing party» 

The gotdl and Commonsin Parliament afſembled, taking the 
premifſ®Fiato their ſerious conſideration, and being _— of the 
gool ſervice already performed to: the State, by: the Forces of 
the City and places atorefaid, -and well approving of the continu» 
ance ofthe good endeavou;s of the. ſaid Committee, and of theic 
Sub-Co:rmictess , whereto they conceive 1t requilite to give all 
firtingaſſiſtance and encouragement,” and holding it very juſt and 
reaſonable that. all perſons according to their abilities , ſhould in a 
reaſonable and pcoportionable way. cont; ibute to the ſupporting of 
that charge and burden, which is neceflarily to be undergone for 
the common fafety , do. for the better ſpeeding and perfe&ing of 
the ſaid work,thinke fit to Ocder and O:daine, And bee it Ordai- 
ned, Declared, and eſtabliſhed as followeth : That all and every 
perſon and/perſ{ons,and their Families reſiding or Inhabirting within 
the ſaid Cities of London and Weſtminſter,the Hamlets of the Tower, 
Borough of Sourhwarkgand other the Pariſhes and places withia the 
Lines of Communication and weekly bills of Morcality ,- ſhall pay 
and coritribute upon each Tueſday weekly , the value of. one ordi- 
nary Meale, to fuch perſon and perſons'as ſhall be reſpeQively ap- 
poynted ColleRor or Colleors thereof, in ſach- fort as is after 
mentioned , the ſame to bs: imployed for the ends and purpoſes be- 
fore ſpecified , and hereafter mentioned ; And for the better Oc- 
dering, Rating, and Rayling the ſaid Monies, It is further Ordered 
and O:cdaine31; That the Alderman, Aldermans Deputy, and Com- 
mon-councell-men, of and tor each Ward within Loxdor, and the 
Liberties , calling co their afliftance two or more of the Sub-com+ 


mittee, uſually fitting at Salters-Hall in Bread-ſtreete, being Free- 


men ofthe City of Loudon, 2nd of the ſame Ward, it there be any 
ſuch therein , and ſome other able and wel -aff:Qed perſois of each: 
Ward, and the greater part of them , and the (aid other Sub-com- 
mittees within their ſeverall Limits and Divifions,. or any feven or 
more of them reſpe&ively , ſh:I! have full power and authority, to 
afſeſſz or Tax, or nominate affeflors, to ſet a Rate and Tax upon 
each perſon and Family as aforeſaid, to wit, what Rate, Pro- 
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portion, or ſumme of Money, each =_ or him or her ſelfe, 
or for themſelves aad Families reſpe&ively , ſhall pay and con- 
eribute for the value of one Meale in the Week , as aforeſaid; 
And ſhall appoint convenient places and fit perſons withip each 
| Pariſh or Pcecin& reſpe&ively , where, and to whom the fid 
Þp Monies fhall bz reſpe&ively payd , by the perfons fo afſefTed, and 
{ tonominate and appoint Culleors, or Receiverr,to call for,and 
| | attend the receipt of the (4id monies fo affefſed, who are to pay 
| over the ſame upon each Thurſday weekly, at two of the Clock in 
the afternoon, to the reſpeRive Treafurers hereafter mentioned, 
v1%, T he Collectors 'or the {aid Civ of London,and the Liberties, 
to John Langham Alterman appointed Treafurer by the Com- 
mon-Councell of the C'ty of Lo-4'» who (hall & may upon occa- 
fion exchange and alter the ſam= Officer, and appoint tuch other 
fic Officer, as ſhall to ther fe:m meete, I he Colle@ors for the 
Hamlets of the Tower of Zondon, and the Liberties thereof, to Mr. 
eAbraham Corſek,one of the 5ub-commitree there, which uſtally 
meets at Savage-houſe nt Towerenill, and who is appointed to be 
: Lneir Treaſurer ; The Coll: ors for the laid City of Weſtminſter, 
and Liberties thereof, and oiher the Liberties,Pariſhes,and Places 
| within that Divition,to Mr. Edw.ird C arter, one Ot the Sub-coms» 
| mi:cee for that part which uſually mzete and fir at the Savoy in the 
| Strard,and appointed to be their Treaſurer ; The ColleRors for 
| the Borough of Soathwarke, and other the Liberties and Places 
T within the Divitiong to Mr. Richard Walk:r, one of the S1b-Com- 
mittee there, which uſually meet at the Veſtry Houſe in 0/aves 
Pariſh.and who is appointed to be th:1c Treaſurer And in defaulc 
of ſuch perſons appointed Treaſurers aforeſaid, then to fuck other 
Trea'ucersas ſhalbe feverally for ſuch purpoſe appointed.to wit,by 
the Common Councell of £o99on forthe ſaid City, and Liberties, 
and by the other Sub-commitrees, or any ſeven of them for their 
Diviſions reſpeCively; which (aid reſpeCtive Treaſurers are hereby 
authorized to iffae out the faid Monies ſo gathereed and received, 
as is hereafter mentioned, (viz. ) The Treaſurer for the City of 
London, and the Liberties therof, for recruting of the Auxiliary 
Regiments already raiſed, rayſing and preparing of mbre Forces, 
buying of Armes and Ammunition, and for ſuch other uſes, as the

Common-Councell of the ſaid City of Zondon, or fuck perſons as 
they from tim totime ſhall appoint for that purpoſe, being ap- 
proved of by both Honſes of Parliament , hall thipke fic, to cire& 
and appoint; And the Treaſurers for the other parrs ſhall iflue their 
Movies reſpe&ively for recruiting their Auxihary Regiments, 
rayſing and p «paring of more Forces, and Executing the Ordi- 
nances of the Mititia, within their reſpeRive PrecinAs according 
to fach Warrants and DireCtions as ſhall be given by the ſaid Sub- 
Committees for the uſes aforelaid , byOrder to be made at the re- 
ſpetive uſuall places of meeting of the ſaid Sub-Commatees 
reſpe&ively, of whom ſeven ar leaſt are then and there to bee 
preſent, and ſubſcribe the ſame Order. And if any perſon or 
pecſuns Aﬀeſſed, or to be Aﬀeſſed for the Weekely payment 
aforeſaid (hall atter demand thereof made of the perſon fo ACl- 
ſefſed,or at his or their uſuall places of Habicationor Abode, faile 
in payment thereof ; Fhat then it ſhall and may be lawlull to and 
for the ſaid ColleCtors,and every of them reſpeRively , calling to 
their Afiftance any of the Trained Bands, Voluntiers, Conſtables, 
or others, who ate hereby enjoyned to affiit upon all Occaſions, 

being required,to Levy double the fumme or ſummes ſo affeſſed, 

together with the neceſſary Charges which ſhall be expended ia 
the Colle&ing thereof,by way of Diftrefſe,upon his or their goods 
and Chattels,and ſhall and may fell the ſame Diſtrefle or Diftrefles 
for the Services aforeſaid, and the over- plus to be returned to the 
Owner of the Diſtrefſe taken. And if no ſufficient Diſtrefſs can 
be found within the ſaid Cicy of Londongor the Liberties, whereby 
the Monies aſſeſſed upon the perſons there may be levied ; Then 
upon Certificate thereot made by the ſaid Subv-Commirtees for 
the City and Liberties, or any feven of them , being Free-men of 
the ſaid City of Londen, to the Lord Major of the faid City, hee 
is forthwith to grant his Warrant for the apprehenfton of the ſaid 
perſon anJ perſons,and for his and their Commitment to ſafe Cu- 
ſtody , without bayle or Mainprize, whereſoever heeor they are 
or ſhall be found,wichin Liberties or without , unlefſe he ſhall ſee 
jult:cauſeto the contrary» And inlike cafe, if no ſufficient Di- 
ſirefſes can be feund within the other reſpeRive Diviſions before- 
mentioned, whereupon theſummes afſefled upon the perſons there

may be levied ; Then upon Certificate to be made in that behalfe 
to the reſpeAive Sub-Commirtees of thoſe Divifions , the faid 
Commictee,or any feven of them, by Order to be made attheir 
uſuall place of meeting,ſhilland may commit ſach perſon or per- 
fons to ſafe cuſtody, without bayle or Mainprize, whereſoever he 
or they ſhall be found,whether within the ſaid refpeRiveDivitions 
or without z the faid perfons ſo to be committed, as aforeſaid, 
tocontinue in priſon uatill they have fully fatisfied their reſpeRive 
Aﬀeſſements. 

And be it further O:dered and Ocdained, That the over or un- 
der-rating of any perſon orperſons,ot their Families, within the 
faid City of London, or any part thereof, ſhall and may upon com+ 
plainttherof be examined and re&ified by the Common-Councell 
of che ſaid City,or any Committee by them for that purpoſe to be 
appointed,or the greater part of fach Committee. And it any per- 
ſon or perſons,within any the ſaid other Diviſions, be over-rated 
in the aid Aﬀ/efſements, or under-rated, the ſame ſhall upon com- 
plaint thereof be reAified by the ſaid Sub-Committees 'of that Di- 
viſion reſpe&ively,or any ſeven of them, according to their diſcre- 
tions ; Andif any Afﬀeſſors,Colle&ors, or Conſtables,wichin the 
ſaid City of Londoy,or the Liberties,ſhall refuſe the ſaid ſervice, or 
prove negligent orfaulty therein, upon certificate thereof made by 
the ſaid Sub-Committee of Salters-Hall,or any ſeven of them, be- 
ing Free-men of the ſaid City of London, tothe Lord Major of the 
ſaid City,he 18 forthwith to grant his warrant for Commitment of 
ſuch perſons to priſon,unlefle he ſhall ſeejuſt cauſe to thecontrary. 
And like power upon ſuch occafion the ſaid other ſub- Committees 
may exerciſe within their limics refpe&ively, or upon ſuch neglect 
or default as aforeſaid,the common-Councell, or whom they ſhall 
appoint for Londoz and the liberties, and the ſub-Commitcees of 
any ſeven of them within their ſeverall Diviſions, may impoſe a 
fine upon the offenders, notexceeding the ſumme of Ten Pounds 
for every offence, the faid Fine to be levied by Diſtrefſe, and ſale 
of the offenders goods, and the monies to be imployed for the 
ſervice afbreſaidgAnd it is Ordained, That the ſaid Treafurers re- 

peCtively ſhall each of them keep a Regiſter-book of the ſummes 
received, and paid out by them, that ſo they may give a jult and 
per?

perfeft Accomptthereof,unto the faid Sib- Commitrtees,to whom 
they eÞettively belong, when they (Ml be: by them required 
which ſhall be once Montbly at lealt ; Aud the ſaid Treaiuter for 
Londoy,and the Libertics, hail alfo concerning the Premifleg be 
accomptable tothe Con:mon Cuuncell for the 12i4 City,or ſuch 
Comrnirgee as they ſhall thereto appoint, when he (hall ar any time 
be thereunto req :ired 3; And for the berter encourage ment of the 
ſaid Colle&ors and Tieafurers, it is Ordained, i haifi: e pence in 
the Pound ſhall be allowed tor every fum of n:oney, whict (þ.Ji be 
Colk &:4 and paidto the ſaid Treaiurers according to this Ordi-® 
nance, whereof fuure percz ſhall beco the Coil tors, and one 
penny to the I reafurer. 

And be it laſtly by the faid Lords an! Commons further Ocdai- 
ned, That all and every the reipective Committees, Afifſore, 
Treaſurers and ColleRors of the reſpe& ve Diviſions atorefaid,and 
21} ch.t{hall aflift chemin the prem Hes, ſhall be by power of Par- 
Jizm nt proteGed aud iaved harmelefſe, both for what,according 
tothe true meaning of rhe premifſes, they have done and ſhall do 
thecin for tive.to come, 

Provided, Tet iis O:dinance extend not to ſuch perſons as res 
czive Alme?,nor (hill be of Jonger continuance then for the ſpace 
of ſix Monethe,fo begin from Tueſday next a'cer thedate hereof. 
Provided alſo, That this Ordinance ſhallnot cxtend to the uſing, 
of any cumpullary power over any the Members of either Houfe ot 
Pacliament, or,any Peer, or any Aſſiſtant of the Houſe of Peers, 
or any Attendant on either houſe of Parliament,or any member of 
the Aﬀembly of Divines, or to give power to ſettle any other 
Rates upon any of them touching the premiſſes, then what they 
reſpeCively will tax themſelves at or agree unto, any thing 1n 


this preſent Ordinance contained ' to the contrary notwith»
